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CHINA'S LOOTED BEALS SO0LD,

From the Londen News,

The home secretary having appars
ently been satisfled by Messrs, Deben-
ham that the elght Chinese Imperial
seals, about which questions were ask-
ed on Thuraday, cannot be rvegarded ns
Britlsh plunder, the sale of these by
nuctlon took place yesterduy. It iy
suld they were the property of an
American citizen, who purchused them
from n Russlan ofMeer returned from
China, Inusmuch as they are now in
the possession of u forelgner, the Chl-
nese court deems” them to have lost
thelr sacred character, Some of the
Beils are squale, medsuring ws much
as ftour or five inches, while one o
two of those used for private corres-
pondence are of oblong shape, about
twa Inches long by three.quarters of
an lnch wide, 1In each cuse the han-
dle I8 more or less eluborately- carved,
mostly with grotesques, and the Chi-
nese Inserlptions—in one case the words
are In the Manchu language—have n
decorative effect, There nppears to be
no doubt that the seals are actually
those used in Pekin,

The first two to be offeved, kept by
the chief eunuch, and not touched by
the hands of the empress, under whose
ovders only they could be used, were o
soupstone  seul bearing the Chinese
gquivalent for “Nourish your mind and
nurse your spivits,” employed when
actors were appointed for the hrperiel
palace, and wnother Impressed on all
documents relating to the imperia, pal-
ave guards, These were bought by a
private gentleman for fifty-two pounds,
Six private seals of the emperor and
empress have yellow silk cords at-
